FAIR AND WARMER TONIGHT, 


Auguste Escoffier, Originator of Peach Melba, 
Pleased Kaiser Wilhelm With Champagne- 
Steamed Fish, Then Made Him Angry. 


By the Associated Press. 

MONTE CARLO, Feb. 12.—Au- 
guste Escoffier, 89 years old, “the 
king of chefs and chef of Kings,” 
died here today in his little villa 
close to the sea. 


Escoffier created peach melba, 
in honor of the great Australian 
operatic soprano, and glace Sarah 
Bernhardt. He was chef to Na- 
poleon III, King Edward VII, and, 
on occasion, to the former Kaiser 
Wilhelm II. 

Escoffier was the first chef ever 
to be awarded the Legion of Honor 
for his art and more than 2000 of 
the world’s leading chefs learned 
that art in Escoffier’s kitchens in 
London, Paris, and New York. At 
one time he supervised the cusine 
in all the Ritz Hotels, and he was 
head of the kitchens in the Savoy 


Escoffier once said, “I presented a 
salmon of the Loire, steamed with 
champagne. It brought me his con- 
gratulations. 

“*You have greatly pleased me, 
Maitre Escoffier,’” he said. ‘How 
can I repay you?” 

“Give us back Alsace Lorraine,” 
I replied, “for if you do not, I shall 
take up arms the next time and 
help to take it back.” 

That was the last time he cooked 
for the Kaiser. 

The master chef was born in 
1846 near Grasse on the Riviera 
and he became an apprentice cook 
at the age of 13 years at Nice. He 
joined the army for the Franco- 
Prussian War in 1870 and cooked 
for the Emperor Napoleon in the 
field. 

He visited the United States in 
1926 and was given a series of 
banquets by his former pupils and 
associates. Two years later he 
was promoted to the rank of of- 
ficer in the Legion of Honor for 
his services as an “Ambassador of 
French taste.”

BAR REFERENDUM 
UN JUDICIAL BILL 
) CALLED OFF 


Association Votes Not to 


Count Ballots on Pro- 
posal to Nominate Can- 
didates in Conventions. 


The St. Louis Bar Association, in 
a special meeting last night at Ho 


tel Chase, voted overwhelmingly to 
rescind a referendum being taken 
on a bill now pending in the Legis- 
lature, which provides for selection 
of judicial candidates by convention 
instead of in primary elections. An- 
other meeting will be held next 
Monday night at the same place for 
further discussion of the measure. 

As a result of this action the bal- 
lots in the Association’s mail refer- 
endum vote, which were to have 
been opened today, will not be 
counted, leaving the association’s 
position on the bill open until after 
next week’s meeting. It was 
stated that 864 ballots were mailed 
and that 386 were cast up to 6 p. m. 
yesterday. 

The bill was indorsed on Jan. 18 
by the Association’s Committee on 
Amendments to the Law and a refer- 
endum was ordered without debate. 
While the vote was being taken a 
number of members, who concluded 
the proposed law would not be an 
improvement over the primary sys- 
tem, petitioned for a special meet- 
ing last night for open discussion 
of the bill. About 130 members at- 
tended. 


Lashly Opposes Biil. 


Jacob M. Lashly, former presi- 
dent of the association, led the de- 
bate against indorsement of the bill. 
He said it would lengthen an al- 
ready long ballot by adding a mini- 
mum of 30 names of delegates in 
each of the five legislative districts 
in St. Louis, which, he said, would 
add to the confusion of the voter, 
Also he said it would be impossible 
for the voter to pass intelligently 
/on the qualifications of so many 
| delegates; that a ballot burdened 
'with so many names would place 
_the voter in utter. despair and con- 
| fusion, 

“This bill,” he said, “removes the 
public one step further from con- 
trol of the bench. The first time 
the public would know who they 
voted for would be two weeks after 
the primary when the elected dele- 
| gates would tell them who had been

Declaring the testimony false, 


Wilentz said the word “signature” 
or “singnature” was not found in 
the request writing. 

“Still he swears,” Wilentz de- 
clared, “we told him to spell ‘signa- 
ture’ with an ‘n.’ What a fraud. 
What a fake!” 


Note Paper a Clew. 
Going back to Hauptmann’s ar- 
rest, the Attorney-General told of 
the Hauptmann request writings 
and the admitted writings found in 
his home being sent to experts for 
an opinion. He said stationery 
identical with that used in the ran- 
som money was found in his home. 
He discoursed on the $2000 cache 
of ransom money, which police 
found first in Hauptmann’s. ga- 
rage, and how Hauptmann protest- 
ed that was all he had. 
Wilentz told of the $12,000 addi- 
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tional ransom money found in the 
garage, and how Hauptmann again 
protested that was all the currency 
he had. Again, police found more 
money, and again Hauptmann said 
that was all. 

“When they got it all together he 
said he got it from Fisch,” the At- 
torney-General said. “We found no 
gold notes in Isidor Fisch’s posses- 
sion. We didn’t find anything, and 


in all this time not a single gold 
note turned up in Germany. We 
have got the man who got the 


dough.” 

He turned to the panel from the 
Hauptman closet, with Condon’s ad- 
dress and telephone number writ- 
ten on it.

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AGAINST SPLITTING UP 
SOCIAL SECURITY BILL 


House Committee Rejects Pro- 
posal to Make It Into 
Two Measures. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 12.—A pro- 
posal to split the administration’s 
social security bill into separate 
measures dealing with old age pen- 
sions and unemployment insurance 
was rejected today by the House 
Ways and Means Committee. The 
roll call vote—along party lines— 
was 17 to 6. 

Proponents of the motion con- 
tended that the bill in its present 
form embodied too many things to 
permit an expectation that it would 
be letter-perfect when enacted. 

The contrary and prevailing view 
was that the 48 state legislatures 
will have to enact their own laws 
after Congress sets up the *ederal 
system, and that dividing the meas- 
ure into separate bills would delay 
inauguration of the economic se- 
curity plan. 

No final decisions were reached, 
Chairman Doughton said, on any 
other phases of the bill.

Some committeemen remarked 
that when Federal work relief pro)- 
ects were started, Hopkins insist- 
ed on a wage of 55 cents an hour, 
which they said was so far above | 
pay prevailing in some localities!

If paid after that date 
and before Aug. 31, 75 per cent of 
the penalties and interest would he 
remitted; if paid after Aug. 31 and 
before Oct. 31, 50 per cent would 
be remitted, and if paid after Oct. 


31 and before Dec. 31, 25 per cent 
would be remitted. 

The act would become inoperative 
on Jan. 1, 193C.

MISS. BOBB'S CHANGES 
IN REGISTRATION BIL 


Former Chairman of City 
Election. Board Suggests 
Several Amendments. 


Numerous major and minor 
amendments to the bill pending in 
the Legislature for permanent 
registration of St. Louis voters have 
been suggested by Miss Emma J. 
Bobb, former chairman of the Elec- 
tion Board and an expert on the 
election laws and their administra- 
tion. 

She said the bill, which was spon- 
sored by the League of Women 
Voters and the young men’s divi- 
sion of the Chamber of Commerce, 
had considerable merit and should 
be passed, with the amendments.

American Federation of Labor: 


I have been particularly glad 
to receive and discuss common 
problems with the Executive 
Council of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, and to con- 
gratulate them upon their en- 
larged Executive Council, 
bringing into co-operation more 
units of the labor movement. 

The American Federation of 
Labor has been helpful and co- 
operative in the development 
of the programs for the reha- 
bilitation of industry and of 
our economic life over the past 
two years, and I hope their co- 
operation will continue -active 
and effective. 

Co-operation with labor as 
well as with business is essen- 
tial to the continuation of the 
programs we are working out 
for a more stable and more 
satisfactory industrial life in 
this country. I have on a num- 
ber of occasions urged the ne- 
cessity, as well as the sound- 
ness, of furthering the princi- 
ple of collective bargaining as 
between labor and manage- 
ment. This is my personal 
point of view, but it is also set 
forth in the National Industrial 
Recovery Act.

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THE PATRONAGE BOOMERANG. 

The spoils system, whereby political parties keep 
and strengthen their power when in office, is not an 
unmixed blessing. An efficient machine is built up, 
it is true, by bestowing such positions as postmaster- 
ships on local party leaders as an award and an in- 
centive. But for each such appointment made, there 
are necessarily several disappojnted aspirants. The 
Congressman making the appointment realizes he 
may make an enemy, or several enemies, with each 
job he passes out, and must sidestep the importuni- 
ties of office-seekers while carefully weighing the 
possibilities. 

It is these considerations that caused Luther C. 
Steward, president of the National Federation of 
Federal Employes, to say recently: 

Persons of long experience in politics know that 
patronage generally is a boomerang. The more 
experience the politician has, the more he shies 
away from its dangers. Elimination of the spoils 
system, with all its attendant evils, would be a 


definite boon to all members of Congress by wip- 
ing out once and for all the pitfalls of patronage. 


Abolition of patronage is a distant goal, but in view 
of the troublesome spoils squabbles, there is some 
hope for success of one or another of the current 
measures striking at the system in the Postoffice 
Department. Senator Vandenberg suggests a career 
service in this department, so that outstanding em- 
ployes may be advanced in the service. Representa- 
tive McLeod would make the office of Postmaster- 
General a non-political one. Senator O’Mahoney 
would place all postoffice positions under civil ser- 
vice.

EPRESENTATIVE HAMILTON FISH 
Rs New York recently asserted as a 
charge against, not as a tribute to, cer- 
tain members of the “Brain Trust” that they 
are supporters of the American Civil Lib- 
erties Union. 

The American Civil Liberties Union was 
organized to fight for the civil liberties 
that George Washington won for Americans 
on the battlefield, that’ Thomas Jefferson 
wrote into the Bill of Rights and James 
Madison into the Constitution, that Alexan- 
der Hamilton approved and indorsed, that 
Benjamin Franklin praised, and John and 
Samuel Adams declared _ inalienable—the 
civil liberties that are, in fact, the thing 
which the founders of the Republic regarded 
as the very heart of the American system. 

They include religious freedom, freedom of 
speech, freedom of the press, freedom of 
assembly, the right to bear arms, the right 
to a speedy trial by jury and the right to 
freedom from unreasonable searches and 
seizures, 

When an organization is formed to fight 
for these rights, and when public officials 
support this organization, one would think 
that a member of Congress ought to praise 
rather than reproach them. 

However, within the last dozen years the 
Civil Liberties Union has found Reds un- 
justly jailed more frequently than Repub- 
licans; hence, it has defended more Reds 
than Republicans. And certain Republicans, 
such as Representative Fish, and plenty 
of. Democrats, too, have decided that the 
American Civil Liberties Union is a Red 
organization, and that its supporters must 
necessarily be- Reds.*« As a matter of fact, 
some of the people active in the organiza- 
tion have borne a distinctly reddish tinge. 
Nevertheless, the work they have done has 
all been based on the Bill of Rights of. the 
Constitution of the United States. What- 
ever their personal opinions, their work has 
been American to the haat degree, 

* 

But this only makes it worse in the eyes 
of a considerable number of Americans. 
The truth is that, ever since July 4, 1776, 
the country has been, and still is, full of 
people who hate and fear Americanism. 

Nor is this hatred and fear devoid of rea- 
son. Americanism, the real thing, is dan- 

gerous doctrine, hard to understand and 
harder still to accept. It is a philosophy 
evolved by exceptional men. The revolu- 
tionary fervor of the time enabled them to 
persuade so many ordinary men to accept it 
that it could be imposed on those who 
didn’t. After it succeeded, of course, it 
became fashionable to profess faith in it; 
and after it had been fashionable for awhile, 
it became conventional. 

But just as there are many professing 
Christians who reject utterly every essential 
doctrine taught by Jesus of Nazareth, so 
there are professing Americans who loathe 
every idea incorporated jn the Bill of Rights. 
They are not consciously hypocritical; they 
have merely failed to acquaint themselves 
with the meaning of the Constitution. 

Washington and his colleagues may have 
heen mystics, but they were quite certain 
that civil liberty was worth the stake of 
“our lives, our fortunes and our most sacred 


honor.” It was a desperate gamble, too-— 
how desperate we are inclined to forget, 
now that the long shot has won. In the 
beginning, any disinterested observer would 
have said that the chances were heavily 
in favor of Franklin’s sardonic prediction 
that they would “hang separately,” rather 
than that they would establish a great na- 
tion. 

But this mystic belief in the supreme 
value of an. intangible, imponderable ab- 
straction is responsible for the hard, ma- 
terial fact known as the United States of 
America. All the facts were against the 
theory of the value of liberty, in 1776 as 
they are in 1935; but the men of 1776 were 
the sort of men who make facts conform 
to their theories. That, though, is desperate 
work, cold, lonely work. 

Representative Fish is plainly one who 
has abandoned the theory in favor of safety 
first. Well, this is far from unprecedented. 
New York was full of Tories in 1776—men 
who sincerely believed that the new idea 
was not only hopeless, but pernicious in its 
very nature. A great many of them were 
able, successful, propertied men, who re- 
garded prosperity as the only real national 
good, 

They may have been right, at that, but 
they did not prevail in 1776, and they have 
not yet prevailed in 1935. Nor were those 
Americans who sought relief from British 
tyranny by turning to the French and Span- 
ish Kings much more influential than those 
Americans who fly from the Constitution 
to Hitler and Stalin are likely to be today. 

¥ * e 


Representative Fish may be right in pre- 
ferring to save property rights even if we 
have to abandon civil rights, but there are 
a great many Americans who don’t believe 
it for a moment; and those Americans hap- 
pen to be running the country. Indeed, 
some of them, if Mr. Fish is to be believed, 
are actually supporting the Civil Liberties 
Union. Perhaps they squirm a bit when they 
find Roger Baldwin, director of the union, 
blatantly admitting that he doesn’t believe 
in civil rights for.Russians; but even so, 
they are willing to back him as long as he 
fights for civil rights for Americans. 

Perhaps this condition is not destined 
to last, and we shall be compelled even- 
tually to abandon Americanism for some- 
thing less contemptuous of the value of life 
and property. But that time is not yet. 
First we are going to do a little refurbish- 
ing of the old ideals, do a little work out 
in the cold, unsheltered by any comfortable 
dogma that relieves us of the necessity of 
thinking. 

At least a great many of us think so. 
After all, it was a world pretty thoroughly 
wrecked and ruined to which we gave a new 
political idea a century and a half ago. 
Once more we face a world pretty thorough- 
ly wrecked and ruined. Once more we have 
the opportunity; it remains to be seen 
whether we shall be unable to do anything 
with it, or whether we still have the man- 
hood to make good our old assertion: “We 
hold . . that all men are endowed by their 
Creator with certain unalienable Rights, 
that among these are Life, Liberty and the 
Pursuit of Happiness.”

GRAN TRADE 1S SLOW 
ON WINNIPEG MARKET 


Wheat Prices Close 1-8c High- 
er to Unchanged—Lack 
of News Factor. 


By the Associated Press. 

WINNIPEG, Feb. 12.—Grains dawdled 
today in the dullest Winnipeg Grain Ex- 
change session of the season. Lack of news 
restricted operations and wheat prices closed 
4g cent higher to unchanged, May at 825% 
and July 81% cents. 

Closing of United States’ markets in ob- 
servance of Lincoln’s birthday restricted 
financial news and there was little local 
gossip. Traders showed no interest and val- 
ues for most of the session were almost at 
a@ standstill. 

Fractionally higher prices at Liverpool 
and Buenos Aires brought no response here. 
Export sales of Canadian wheat were con- 
fined to a few small-lot orders upon which 
no figure was placed, The day’s trading 
range was limited to a small fraction. 

Liverpool appeared irregular, due to 
cheaper offers from Canadian and Argentine 
wheat exporters. After a firm opening, val- 
ues eased at mid-session, only to recover 
and close % @ \4d higher. Buenos Aires at 
noon was % cent advanced. 

Country deliveries of wheat Monday to- 
taled 280,000 bushels, compared to the 
329,000-bushel receipts on the same day 
last year. The receipts, somewhat larger 
than during the past few days, failed to 
induce hedging selling in any quantity, 

Cash grains were featureless and cash 
coarse grains were barely stirred by sale 
for export of a small quantity of barley 
from Vancouver. Coarse grains futures 
also were dull.

Perhaps itis helpful to think ofthis frost- 
ing as sugar, water and egg white foam, all 
in definite proportion, perfectly blended. The 
steps involved in making the correct condi- 
tion and proportions of this blend must not 
vary or the product will not be uniform. A 
discussion of some questions, as received in 
the Home Institute, it is hoped, will shed 
light on what part of the procedure is re- 
sponsible for some of the troubles. 

The most popular question concerning 
boiled frosting is: “What makes the frost- 
ing sink down from a foamy to a sticky, 
flat mass just before it is ready to go on 
the cake””’ 

There are two reasons for this. First, the 
egg whites were not beaten until stiff and 
dry. Watch them closely and you will see 
them lose their gloss. Then, and only then, 
are they ready for the syrup. The second 
reason is that the syrup has not been added 
slowly or evenly enough. When added too 
quickly the syrup and foam do not blend 
thoroughly, so that the egg whites cannot 
hold so much syrup and as a result it actu- 
ally thins the mixture and spoils the foam. 
Third, the syrup was not cooked long 
enough, that is, to a high enough tempera- 
ture.

Corn syrup or cream of tartar is one as- 
surance of a smooth product. That is the 
reason one of these is included in the recipe. 
But probably the two greatest factors re- 
sponsible for a grainy frosting are, first, 
beating the mixture while it is too warm, 
or, second, putting the frosting on the cake 
too soon. This allows it to harden slowly 
and makes it coarse and crystalline. 


A problem which has bothered some is: 
“What causes small hard bumps, not crystal- 
line, but granular to appear in the frost- 
ing?” 

These bumps are caused by a curdling of 
the milk by the acid of the chocolate. Milk 
and chocolate blend only by being gradually 
heated together. The mixture must not be 
allowed to become too hot before all the 
particles of chocolate have disappeared. This 
tendency to curdle is increased by the pres- 
ence of sugar. That is why the recipe sug- 
gests adding the sugar after the milk-choco- 
late blend has been preduced. 

The best way to restore a fudge frosting 
which has suddenly turned to crumbles in 
the pan before you can get it on the cake 
is to add heavy cream slowly, stirring until 
creamy and smooth. The texture is not af- 
fected and the cake will look as good as it 
would have, had the frosting been turned 
out sooner. By the way, this trouble indi- 
cates that the syrup might have been boiled 
to too high a temperature. Test your candy 
thermometer in boiling water to see if it 
reads 212 degrees F. Add or subtract the 
discrepancy, if any, to get the temperature 
required in the recipe. 

There are numerous variations for these 
two basic frostings. 

Brown Sugar Frosting: Substitute brown 
sugar for granulated in boiled frosting rec- 
ipe. Boil 10 degrees higher than the tem- 
perature called for, depending on the num- 
ber of egg whites used. | 

Maple Frosting: Substitute one cup maple 
Svrup in place of sugar, water, corn syrup 
or cream of tartar in boiled frosting recipe 
and boil 15 degrees higher than the required 


temperature, depending upon the number of | 


egg whites used. Omit vanilla. 

Coffee Frosting: Substitute double infusion 
coffee for the water used in boiled frosting. 
Omit vanilla. 

Orange Frosting: Add the grated rind of 
one orange to sugar syrup as it 
boil (boiled frosting recipe).

A Discussion 
Of the Causes 
Of Exhaustion 


Hereditary Influences Found 
in More Than Half of 
Cases Analyzed.

HILE it is true that the gen- 
Wera symptom of fatigue is 

present in a great host of phys- 
ical diseases, in most cases, as was 
intimated yesterday, it is functional 
in character. 

The old-fashioned name for the 
condition was ‘neurasthenia” or 
“psychasthenia.” “Asthenia’’ means 
exhaustion, and so the two words 
mean, respectively, nervous exhaus- 
tion and mental exhaustion. The 
tendencies of the past few years 
have been to group all the neuroses 
together without differentiation, and 
study them dynamically by means 
of psycho-analysis, ascribing them 
to various mental trauma during 
the individual’s lifetime, or to the 
operation of the ductless glands, or 
to organic disease somewhere. 

I am not sure that this is a sound 
tendency. The old disease of neu- 
rasthenia is certainly different from 
hysteria, and the diagnosis may be 
made and treatment caried out suc- 
cessfully without too much analysis, 
in most cases. 

One of the earliest theories of the 
cause of nervous exhaustion was 
that it was really an organic disease 
in which the nerve cells lost their 
nutritional integrity.due to too much 
use. There was the famous experi- 
ment in which sparrows were con- 
fined in a large cage, which was 
lighted day and night, and they 
were constantly kept fluttering and 
flying around for days at a time. 
When the cells of the brains of 
these animals were examined they 
were found to have certain granules 
in them which seemed to be an in- 
dication of. exhaustion. The  ob- 
servations were much criticized, and 
were generally concluded to be due 
to bad microscopical ‘technique 
rather than to any actualities. 

About the time of the war Dr. 
George W. Crile revived the theory 
in a modified form, based on his 
study of exhausted soldiers. 

At any rate, such a theory of its 
origin does not correspond to the 
actual conditions in which we meet 
the disease. The people who have 
it, far from being exhausted by ac- 
tivity, are the ones who have not 
been able to do any work or exert 
themselves in any way for some 
time. The condition is due to a 
vacuum in the mental life, where 
there are no real interests and no 
compulsory tasks. 

Other causes operate to help pro- 
duce it. Among those given in text 
books are chronic alcoholism, which 
was hinted at in the articles earlier. 

It is interesting to note that 
hereditary influences were found in 
more than 50 per cent of the cases, 
showing that an unstable nervous 
system, rather than an exhausted 
nervous system, was at the basis of 
the condition. The symptoms were 
various, mostly a feeling of exhaus- 
tion. There is also: insomnia, self- 
doubting, loss of interest in life. loss 
of appetite, and often such digestive 
disturbances as mucous colitis

| ARENTS bringing up children 
P must have a plan, not only of 
what they wish to do, but how 

‘they propose to do it. It is not 
enough to say, “I want to bring up 
my child to be self-controlled, inde- 
pendent and prepared to meet life 
nonestly and bravely,” and then sit 
by and wait for these ideas to ma- 
terialize. 

The student who determines to be 
a doctor does not leave the future to 
chance. He has a definite program, 
and proceeds to carry it out. The 
same need is present in bringing up 
children. 

It is true that sometimes parents 
must change their methods to suit 
conditions. All children do not re 
spond to the same treatment, and 
| there must be trial and error in 
-each case and according to varying 
circumstances. But by and large, 
the chief requisites for the parents 
/are consistency, regularity and 
| equanimity. 
| There is no use in scolding a child 
for a fault one day and passing by 
or laughing at the same fault the 
next. Nor is it advisable to set a 
certain hour as bedtime and allow 
the child persistently to go to bed 
half an hour later. To fly into a 
temper or even. to grow’ unduly 
wrought up about misbehavior and 
disobedience is also a mistake. 

The child should feel an even pur- 


sibly take an interest in conforming 
to it. He will, that is, if he feels that 
'they are working for his good, and 
inot to gratify their own sense of 
‘power and authority.
